Before long it will be time for 
holidays, canning, and of course 
hot, hot days. Those will be the 
days when you will want to get by 
with ag little effort as possible. One 
of the easiest ways to keep cool is 


to serve root meals - cold cute and 


salads. Here is a high protein sa- 
lad that also has plenty of crisp- 
neas: 

Chicken, Celery and Egg Salad 


cut up eggs, reserving 3 or 4 per- 
fect slices for garnish. Add eggs, 
celery and pickle to chicken mix 
well with mayonnaise. 

Even on a day when you serve 
hot meals, a cool, light touch can 
be achieved with an accompanying 
fruit salad: 

Fruit Salad Supreme 

1 cup fresh strawberries 

1 cup diced pineapple 

2 ripe bananas, siced 

‘y Cup orange sections 

12 marshmallows cut in pieces 

1 cup whipped cream 

Other fruits such as pears, 
peaches, grapes, grapfruit may be 
used as well. Combine the ingre- 
dients, add the whipped cream. 
Chill. Serve on crisp lettuce. Gar- 
nish with whole fresh berries. 

Storage Of Winter Woolens 

At last, with the arrival of spring 
we can pack away our winter wool- 
ens. Every year moths destory 
enough wool to clothe approx- 
imately one million people. Hard 
to believe, isn't it? Remember 
these pointers: 

1. Clean all your woolens before 


storing 
2. Washable woolens can be made 
moth-repellent by using a product 
like BQ .53 in the rinse. 

3. Look for garments with a 
“Mitin” label. They've been 
durably moth-proofed 

4. Containers with moth preven- 
tatives should be placed at the 
top of closet or bag, 50 vap- 
ors will filter down through 
garments. 

5. If possible, put all your wool- 
ens in a closet that won't be 
used during the summer mon- 
ths 


6. Then fumigate closet with a 
contact spray and seal off 
completely ‘(keyhole too) with 
cellophane tape. 
. If storing any cloths in plastic 
bags - the ones with heat 
sealed seams are more air- 
tight than plain sewed. If 
sewed, the seams should be 
bound or flat filled. Bags with 
zipper closures are _ usually 
more aintight than bags with 
snap or closures.

“All rural municipalities, as you 
all well know, vote on socalled hail 
suppression each year.” he said. 
“You are throwing away city funds 
to some fast-talking individuals 
who told you they could suppress 
hail.”
